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OUR COAL FIELDS. 


THE “STALL AND PILLAR” V. THE “LONG WALL” SYSTEM OF 
WORKING COLLIERIES. 
BY GEORGE SHEPHERD, C. AND M.E. 

Sir,—I have read somewhere of a poor man desirous only of being fed 
from the crumbs which fell from his rich neighbour’s table. The and 
almost fuelless nations in Europe, if it were ible, would only be too 
glad of the crumbs, or waste, which our fields are annually subject 
to, which, if properly collected, would amount to several million pounds 
per annum, and many thinking men are now of opinion that very shortly 
this will be a proper subject for legislative interference. The waste that 
the Welsh seams are subject to is now admitted on all sides; and among 
all the able persons in that district not one of them have ventured to re- 
fute the statemer ts contained in my first paper ‘‘On the Stall and Pillar Sys- 
tem of Working a Colliery.” ‘True, “‘ A Welsh Colliery Engineer ” let offa 
great deal of “ virtuous indignation,” but failed to producea single argument 
to shake the evidence adduced by me. A second person has produced 
some mysterious figures, with the view of explaining away the cost of 
working these seams, but his statements will assure no one but himself, 
while even this person is compelled to admit the Welsh coal will not bear 
carriage, although he fails to see it is attributable to the method the coal 
is won from the seams; or, in other words, when the coal is not cut to dirt 
by the “cutter,” it is shot to death by gunpowder, and hence its fragile na- 
ture; while in the letters of my opponents there is a marked silence as to 
the quantity cut to dirt, the amount entirely lost, and the proportions of 
best and second coal returned from the 6-ft. seam. But no one travelling 
through the Welsh coal fields can shut his eyes to the waste these seams 
are subject to from the mountains of coal dust on the surface. 

Tn consequence of my papers on the long wall system of working a col- 
liery, I have been courteously requested by many of your readers, and also 
by some of your correspondents, to give some further practical details on 
the long wall system, and to furnish some general information on points 
they have advanced, which I will now give as briefly as circumstances will 
admit; but I certainly should advise those gentlemen who feel an interest 
in this subject to visit some of the coal fields in either Staffordshire, Shrop- 
shire, or Warwickshire; they would meet with a courteous reception, and 
I feel confident every information would be most readily afforded for an in- 
spection of the colliery operations in those districts. A man may read 
works on chemistry all his life, but yet know little, or next to nothing, of ex- 
perimental chemistry, while a single chemical experiment would afford 
a vast amount of practical information; and so it is with colliery operations. 
Anything I could write would fail to give the practical experience which 
would be obtained from a visit to the scene where the operations are carried 
on on the practical form. Again, I would respectfully request that what- 
ever discussion in the Journal may ensuc from my observations, it will 
be conducted in that dignified and friendly spirit the subject requires. If 
I have in these papers given a pen-and ink sketch of things as they came 
before my eyes, it was not with the view of giving offence to any party, but 
simply and solely for the purpose of pointing out what}I considered errors 
in the systems of working the seams, and also with the view of introducing 
a better method, both for the benefit of the colliery owners and for the com- 
fort of the collier in his daily avocations. I am well aware of the deep- 
rooted prejudice which exists in every colliery district against innovations; 
but I am one of that class who always give prejudice a wide berth; and 
wherever I see improvements or systems in any branch of commercial life 
carried on with success, I can always find time to investigate and learn, 
and, when an opportunity occurs, to turn it to practical account. I detest 
prejudice of every kind, it has ruined and destroyed thousands, it stands 
continually in the way of man’s happiness, it prevents progress in both men 
and nations. I look on prejudice, and its sister excitement, as the two 
greatest evils which can Peset either frail humanity or nations generally; 
the former prevents progress, the latter produces folly, and more often ruin 
and misery. My motto is examine, mark, and learn, then reason will do 
all the rest for us; and I am pleased to find this spirit so thoroughly ex- 
hibited in most of the letters that have béen addressed to me on the sub- 
ject I have taken up. 

I will now, to the best of my ability, endeavour to reply, as generally as 
possible, to the questions advanced by the various writers, which appear 
to be as follows: — 

1, The depth of the seams of coal from the surface, 

2. The distance the coal is conveyed underground. 

3. The rise or angle of the seams.| 

4. The thickness of the seams, 

5. Whether the coal is hard or soft. [are regular. 

6. The nature of the cleavage; if the partings or faces, as they are termed, 

7. The nature of the roof, and if subject to partings or slips, or anything 
like a regular system of cleavage, similar to that which overlies the coal. 

8. bi cost of making and maintaining the gate-roads through the goaf 
or ‘* gob.” 

I have taken these questions from the letter of your correspondent, 
*«V.,” as they are precisely the same as those asked by other writers. 

1. In reply, I would state in the districts alluded to the depth to the 
seams is various—in the shallow mines from 50 to 70 yards, in the deep 
from 200 to 350 yards. With reference to the cost of winding the coal, 
the general wages of the engineman is about from 14s. to 16s. per week; 
he has no stoker, and the quantity of coal raised per day is like that of 
other districts—according to the demand; therefore, the cost of the wind- 
ing does not amount to, perhaps, more than 4d. per ton, if so much, 

2. The distance the coal is conveyed underground in the deep mines, at 
times, is very considerable, varying from one to two miles, according to 
circumstances. In the shallow mines it is cheaper to sink additional shafts 
at intervals than incur the expense of long gate-roads, as invariably the 
roofs in the shallow are more tender than in those of the deeper workings. 

8. With reference to the angle at which the seams lic on the earth, these 
are also variable. In some mines the seams are horizontal, in others at 
angles varying from 10° to 30°. A short time ago I was called in to re- 
port on the Shatterford Colliery, near Kidderminster, where they were 
working a seam of coal on the long wall, at an angle of 45°, and carry the 
gate-roads after them through the goaf o- gob. The Warwickshire seams 
generally lie rt an angle, if I mistake not, of about 35° with the horizon. 
In this case the seams are worked with very great economy, as in a great 
measure the horse labour is dispensed with. A small steam-engine draws 
all the coal to the bottom of the shaft, after which it is raised by the en- 
gine on the surface, and in some instances the surface engine also draws 
the coal out of the works. 

4, The seams of coal also vary in thickness from 20 in. to 6 and 7 feet. 

5. The general character of thecoal is like that in other districts—some 
seams hard, others soft. 

6. In the cleavage the seams generally contain the average amount of 
slips or faces, as they are termed, and these slips also extend regularly into 
the roofs, which overlie the coal; while, asto the roofs over the coals, these 
are also variable, sometimes rock, coal, shale, fire-clay, blue-bind, as it is 
termed, and so on; in fact, there is every variety of roof to be found in 
these districts. But as sections of these coal fields haye been published on 
various occasions, those who are desirous of making themselves acquainted 

with the general characteristics of these districts cannot do better than 
consult the maps and sections, where they will find every particular as to 
the geological formation. I have already stated each pit is generally let 
to two men, who are termed “‘cbartermasters” or ‘ butties;” they are 
generally selected from the best educated of the colliers, and with some 
little capital, they consequently find all their own tools, of every descrip- 
tion, including horses for the works; and from their long experience the 
invariably open out their work in a form best adapted for getting the coal, 
and also for carrying their gate-roads through the goaf, or gob, after the 
face. In doing this they are always guided in their operations by the an- 
gular form of the cleavage of the slips. Now, to open the wall of the coal 
in such a manner as to “ breast” or parallel with the angles of the slips, 
the best roof would be so troublesome that no amount of timber would 
keep it up, while, to get the coal would require the constant aid of gun- 
powder, and, consequently, it would be shot to dust in the operation; in 
fact, it would be aruinous concern. Again, to open the wall at right angles 
with the slips or cleavage would bring two or three of the slips in a con- 
tinuous or parallel line with the gate-roads; this would render the gate- 
roading dangerous in the extreme, if not impracticable; the roads would 
be continually falling in, therefore practical colliers carefully avoid these 
extremes—if I may so term them. But they generally throw the face of 
the work or wall at an angle of about 45° with the slips or cleavage, 
as will be seen by the following sketch. The slips also cross the gate- 
roads at the same angle as in the wall, in such a manner that each space 


between the slips is supported by the face of the coal and the gob, and by 

the line of timber in front of the gob; the latter is regularly built up with 

the dirt obtained out of the “ wastes” or spaces left open, the roof in these 

wastes fall in at leisure for that purpose, as the face of the work advances.

Or to illustrate this more practically from the sketch, let a a, repre- 
sent the face of the work; }, the gate-road, c ¢, the cogs, or parts built 
up with the dirt obtained out of the falls of earth on the ‘‘ wastes;” 
d, d, d, 0, 0, 0, representing the line of the timber which is moved for- 
ward, with the face of the coal (no timber is left behind), as tke coal is 
extracted; ¢, ¢, e, would represent the position of the cleavage, which is 
at an angle of 45° with the face of the coal. Now, instead of this, if the 
coal be worked in a position from A to B, each slip would be parallel with 
the face, and the roof would fall with the coal, and, therefore, be a trou- 
blesome affair. Again, if the seam were worked on the line of B and C, each 
slip would run parallel with the gate-road, which would throw the road 
in; but by throwing the work in the position shown in the sketch, a good 
roof is obtained in the wall, and the gate-roads are also protected. Ihave 
no doubt but that on all occasions where the long-wall system has failed 
in any colliery, it has been for the want of this very precaution, or prac- 
tical experience on the part of those who have been entrusted with the 
colliery operations. 

I may add that the roof in some parts of the gate-roads is of a tender 
nature, the same as the roads used in the stall and pillar system, but these 
contingencies are always provided for, and cause little or no anxiety; 
while in other parts, where the roof is of an average nature, it gradually 
settles down, or, as it is termed, takes its weight, after which it gives little 
or no trouble for years together, without the aid of timber of any kind; in 
fact, it is left to take its course. More generally the roof does not full, but 
the bottom of the road swells up; but all this is Loe in order at a very tri- 
fling expense. I should say with an average roof the cost of making and 
maintaining the gate-road does not exceed 14d. per ton on the amount of 
coal raised; and, from the cheap rate the seam is worked on the long wall 
system, the cost of making and maintaining the gate-road is scar¢ely 
worth a consideration. In addition to this, the gate-roads are also the air 
courses for ventilating the works, so that the cost of air-courses and brat- 
tices is entirely dispensed with, which reduces the cost of the gate-roads to 
& nominal sum; while on the wall with the angle of the slips or faces thrown 
in the position shown in the sketch, after the holer has undercut the coal, 
when the timber props are removed the coal falls in masses of several tons 
weight, which requires to be broken up before it can be loaded into the 
wagons to be raised to the surface. The colliery owner, on his part, has 
little or no trouble with the works; he simply pays for the amount of coal 
passed over the machine, claims the slack as his own property, employs an 
underground agent for the whole colliery to see that the seams are properly 
worked, and to render the chartermasters all the aid they may require 
when difficulties arise in their works. 

In the long wall system, where several seams of coal lie above each other 
two seams cannot be worked in the same direction at the same time, as the 
lower workings would put the strata above in such a state of commotion that 
it would render it impossible to keep the gate-road open; this is always 
avoided. Ifit is desirable to work two seams in the same pit each seam is 
opened out in an opposite direction to the other, until the boundary of the 
seams are reached, and vice versa. When a seam is first opened out for 
some little distance on the long wall system, and the first “taking weight ” 
(as it is termed), or the first settling down of the superincumbent mass of 
earth over the 5 from which the coal has been extracted, is rather 
a formidable affair; it is, in fact, an earthquake—indeed the roar of the 
earth is terrible for the first few minutes; the whole mass is in a violent 
state of agitation, until it has fully taken its bearing in the goaf, or gob; 
the timber creaks with the noise of artillery, and at times even experienced 
colliers are inclined to fly from their work; but itis of brief duration, and 
after the first settling. for almost the whole of the after workings, this pro- 
cess is gradual and almost imperceptible, neither does this settling down 
of the strata injure the seams which may lie above the one being worked. 

I have now given a general outline of the chief characteristics of working 
a seam of coal on the long wall system. In my previous papers I gave the 
price per ton of getting the coal, also the proportion of best coal, seconds, and 
slack, and also the amount ot loss—in fact, there need be no loss whatever, 
every bit of the slack may be also raised, as no portion of the coal is left 
in the form of a pillar to support the roof, or for any other purpose. In 
conclusion, I would urge on those who are desirous of getting more prac- 
tical experience on this subject to visit the collieries where this system is 
in operation; and, as I before stated, their time and expense would not be 
altogether lost. I cannot reasonably ask for any-more of your space this 
week, but I will reply to the observations of your correspondents in next 
week’s Journal.—26, Throgmorton-street, E.C. 





TORBANE MINERAL. 


Sir,—I have perused the letters, in last week’s Journal, from Mr. Gil- 
lespie and Dr. Campbell with much interest, the specimen shown in Mr. 
Young’s case being to me quite new as a sample representing the Torbane 
mineral, but although labelled ‘ Boghead coal,” the exbibitor may not 
intend it to represent the ‘‘ Torbane mineral,” because, by directing your 
attention to the sample of oil as made from the various coals, I observe 
that the oils are labelled simply as “ burning oils;” and although, perhaps, 
not known to the general public, nevertheless it is a fact th:at the Commis- 
sioners at a late hour prohibited paraffin oils from being shown within the 
building, and prevented some from exhibiting who had gone to a consider- 
able expense in preparing cases, &c. Mr. Young, being a Juror, must 
have been well aware of this, and besides, the Commissioners being “ all 
honourable men,” would certainly give Mr. Young a notice similar to the 
others, Now, as Mr. Young and partners manufacture their paraffin oil 
from the ‘‘ Torbanehill mineral,” and Mr. Young alleges he has a patent 
to prevent others from doing so without his consent, and also that burning 
oil made from this mineral is “ paraffia oil,” is it not possible that in 
consequence of the Commissioners’ prohibition as aforesaid, he was com- 
pelled to exhibit “ coals” capable of producing a burning, not a paraffin, 
oil? Under these circumstances, the specimen labelled “‘ Boghead coal ” 
may not be intended to represent the well-known paraffin oil producing 
substance at all. Whichever way it is, an explanation, in justice, is due 
to the public, and I thank Messrs. Gillespie and Campbell for the opening 
of the question. Mr. Campbell does not seem to be aware that we have a 
small quantity of oil-producing coal in England, although very much 
inferior to the Boghead mineral, yet thought worthy of having works 
erected to manufacture oil from it. M.

MINING IN THE WEST OF IRELAND. 


Srr,—Having been lately in the West of Cork, I would offer a few re- 
marks on the mines I passed through. The first of these was the Gurt1- 
VALLIG MINE, which is situate on the south side of Bantry Bay; it is 
worked bya Dublin company, under the management of Capt. J. Penrose, 
late of the Browhead Mine; the workings are confined to the sea level, ex- 
pending about 507. per month. On the road from thence to Crookhaven I passed through 
the DREENALAMON and LeTrer Mines; but very little is doing at either of these mines, 
the latter employing only five <r six men. 

At the CRooKHAVEN MINE the workings are limited to the sinking of a perpendicular 
shaft and driving a cross-cut, the shaft being about 70 fms. from sur.face; there is a good 
pumping-engine (which has been improved of late), crusher, store--houses, &c.,on the 
mine, but not a particle of copper is visible anywhere at surface; the manager is Capt. 
Henry Thomas, who has been a great many years in the country. 

About five miles from Crookhaven is the DuuropE MINE, where good stones of copper 
ore may be seen. It is being worked by a single proprietor, Mr. B atler, of Dublin, the 
manager being Capt. Tonkin, who appears to be an old and experie: aced miner. 

About twelve miles east from Crookhaven is the ScHuLL Bay or CosHEEN MINE, from 
which immense quantities of copper ore have been sold; but at pre sent very few hands 
are employed, although there is ample machinery on the mine. The worthy manager, 
oe. Wm, Thomas, is well known for the philantrophic course he took in the famine

It would not be difficult to prove thisina very 
remarkable degree by figures, Just refer to the mines which have occupied the most 
prominent position in the Share Market in the last five or six years, and see their posi- 
tion now. On the other hand, take those mines which have become successful in the 
last two or three years, and look at their market value when the “ favourites ” were pre- 
dominant; ‘hey were the “ rubbish” of that day. The fact is “ share dealing” is con- 
founded with mining. The dealer in shares naturally selects those mines in which there 
are opportunities for the most frequent fluctuations. It is by the differences between 
buying and selling, and vice versa, that he makes his profit, and the oftener he does this 
the better. Money may be made in this way, but the operator must be always on the 
alert, attending to almost nothing else, and the real merits of the mines as to paying di- 
vidends have little to do with his calculations. Those who have made large sums by 
mining are those who have entered into it for its own sake—who have taken shares in 
promising mines, aud patiently persevered with them. No doubt that patience is often 
severely tried, but it generally meets with its reward, and in a far more satisfactory way 
than by the mere ephemeral fluctuations of shares. Iam led to make these remarks 
from having purchased a few shares in St. Ives Wheal Allen a short time ago. That is 
a mine which possesses every advantage as to situation and appearances within itself. 
It is adjoined on one side by St. Ives Consols, one of the richest tin mines in Cornwall, 
having, I believe, divided about 120,000/.; and on the other side it has Rosewall Hill 
and Ransom United, which is now dividing 750/. to 10007. quarterly, and both these 
mines will gain a benefit from the recent considerable rise in tin. St. Ives WhealAlien 
is immediately between these two good mines, and, by the report in last week's Jour- 
nal, the lode in the shaft is worth 6/. per fm. ; in the 30, east of Giesler’s shaft, 182. per 
fathom, and in the adit, on the carbona lode, 12/, to 14/. per fm. The stopes in back of 
the 20 are worth 8/7. perfm. In afew weeks, lam informed, they will be sinking on a 
good bunch of tin below the adit, on the Carbona lode. This mine isin only 1024 shares, 
upwards of 9/. per share paid-up in calls, and has excellent machinery, including two 
steam-engines, for pumping, stamping, &c. Surely if there is a legitimate and promis-

HANDBOOK TO THE INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
Exuipition.—Now that the interesting collection of industrial products 
from all parts of the civilised world, and which has attracted so much at- 
tention during the past six months, has closed, the public will, doubtless, 
feel the want of a souvenir of the International gathering, although comparatively few 
will have taken the precaution of obtaining one in the building ; we may, therefore, 
direct especial attention to the authorised “ Handbook,” edited by Mr. Rosert Hunt, 
F.R.S., which may uow be had through Mr. Edward Stanford, of Charing-cross, in 
two handsome little volumes, for a few shillings. The Handbook contains not only amply 
sufficient to refresh one’s memory as to all that he may have seen whilst at South Ken- 
sington, but also such information as will enable him to comprehend the importance 
and utility of the articles exhibited, and to profit by the reconsideration of objects which, 
although examined, were but imperfectly understood. Mr. Hunt has procured the as- 
sistance of the most competent writers upon each class ; and, being himself one of the 
superintendents, he has had every opportunity of producing a valuable work, an oppor- 
tunity of which he has not failed to avail himself. The whole contents of the Exhibi- 
tion are carefully and systematically described and considered, and the book may be 
read and re-read with both pleasure and profit. 


Mrinerat Resources or Centra Itaty.—Amongst the many valu- 
able publications connected with the International Exhibition which have 
been issued is one in which our readers will be specially interested—we al- 
lude to the treatise on the “‘ Mineral Resources of Central Italy,” published 
recently (through Mr. Stanford, of Charing-cross) by Mr. W. Pace 
Jervis, F.G.S., who has already earncd an enviable reputation for the 
vast amount of information upon Italian geological and metallurgical affairs which he 
has placed at the disposal of Englishmen, Mr. Jervis’s position in connection with the 
Royal Italian Commission has afforded him extraordinary facilities for acquiring accu- 
rate data where his own vast fand of information failed him, so that he has been enabled 
to give us a work on which the greatest reliance may be placed. Italy being, as Mr. 
Jervis remarks, pre-eminently a marble-producing country, he naturally gives the first 
place to them, his account, although occupying only 25 pages, containing, in addition to 
ample details of the various marble districts, and of the quarries themselves, a mass of 
statistics which cannot fail to prove highly valuable. The alabaster strata next occupy 
attention, and are equally well described, and the same may be said of the succeeding 
chapter on serpentine and allied eruptive rock. The boracic acid lagoons, and the ma- 
nufacture of boracic acid, are admirably described, the value of the description being much 
enhanced by the illustrations of the apparatus employed by which it is accompanied. 
After a short notice on the rock-salt, which at Volterra occurs in ash-grey Miocene or 
middle Tertiary clays, Mr. Jervis proceeds to a description of the Elban iron mines, the 
copper deposits, &c., the entire work being written in a manner which reflects the highest 
credit on the author, and will be sure to secure it a very large amount of patronage. 

Tue Minerat Veins or SwaLepate.—A handsome and extremely 
valuable little work has just been issued (through Mr. Edward Stanford, 
of Charing Cross) entitled “‘ An Enquiry into the Deposition of Lead Ore 
in the Mineral Veins of Swaledale, Yorkshire,” by Mr. Lonspate Brap- 
Ley, F.G.S. The details given in the work are of a technical character, and the data 
have been collated from the most reliable authorities—principally the managers of the 
mines themselves, the whole being rendered particularly lucid by a series of 10 beautifully 
executed chromo-lithographs, showing the strata passed through, and the character of 
the metallic vein at any given point. From the careful study of the details given, Mr. 
Bradley arrives at the conclusions that—1, Veins of small throws are the most produc- 
tive of lead ore.—2. Veins of small throws havea general bearing of west and south- 
west to east and north-east.—3. Veins of small throws are the most productive of lead 
ore, from having ore-bearing, or ore-producing, beds on each side of the vein, opposite, 
or nearly so, to each other.—4. Veins of small throws invariably carry a primary, a se- 
condary, or a compound rider.—5. Veins of large throws are generally cross viens, and 
have a direction north and south or north-west and south-east.—6. Veins oflarge throws 
are invariably unproductive, because the ore-bearing beds are thrown past each other. 
—7. Cross veins of large throws, when productive of lead ore, are usually so in the lime- 
stones, accompanied with a tertiary rider; and 8. East and west veins of large throws, 
when productive of lead ore, usually bear through the whole strata (top sets, main sets, 
and under sets), accompanied by a primary, a secondary, ora compound rider. Regard- 
ing beds, he finds that limestones and cherts are the productive deposits, grits and plates 
the unproductive. Limestones and cherts are the most productive, because they are 
calcareous in their composition, they possess the greatest specific gravity, they are the 
hardest deposits, they are conductors of heat and electricity, they are of the most com- 
pact structure, and because they contain a very small percentage of water. Grits and 
plates are the unproductive deposits, because they are siliceous or argillaceous in their 
composition, they are of smaller or less specific gravity, they are more porous, they are 
imperfect conductors of heat and electricity, and because they contain a much larger per- 
centage of water. Mr. Bradley has restricted himself to the statement of facts, and 
carefully refrained from introducing any speculations of his own, though the nature of 
the subject afforded much scope for so doing. His chief object has been that of aiding, 
if possible, the establishment of some useful data for the guidance of the practical miner 
for the more easy discovery of the productive character of veins, and for saving the risk 
of capital in unprofitable speculations. The work is one which may be most profitably 
studied by our readers, and reflects the highest credit upon its author. 

“Tue Mecuanics or tur Heavens.”—Under this title Mr. Jamzs 
Reppre, of Hammersmith, author of “ Fallacies affecting Science,” has just 

ublished, through Mr. Hardwicke, of Piccadilly, an essay on revolving 
ies and centripetal forces. The author sought to discover with certainty 
whether a gravitating body really could revolve, and he became convinced that itcould 
not, before he had ever presumed to look into the demonstrations of the “ Principia,” and 
the object of the present essay is to prove the correctness of this view, He evidently 








| entertains the opinion that the result of his researches will be to render unnecessary in 


futare all attempts to remove “the difMiculties which usually present themselves to 
thinking minds on the first perusal of the ‘ Principia,” and relies upon his views being 
adopted, because “ many of the most important trnths now generally recognised have 
had to be frequently iterated before they have received theattention they deserved.” It 
would be presumptuous on our part to express an opinion upon a paper which has al- 
ready been carefully considered, and rejected as not fit to be read before the British As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science, by such undoubted authorities as Prof. Stokes, 
Dr. Whewell, Prof. Challis, Dr. Lloyd, Prof. Price, Prof. Adams, Gen. Sabine, and 30 or 
40 other equally eminent mathematicians and astronomers ; but we may unhesitatingly 
state that we regard Mr. Reddie’s rejected essay as an important and considerable addi- 
tion to his “ Fallacies affecting Science,” and consider that it should be read with the 
greatest care, in order that erroneous conclusions may not be accepted.

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 


Oct, 23.—Since the last general meeting our underground operations iu this mine have 
been chiefly confined to the driving of the 30 west, and stoping, or opening, on the lode 
some 20 fms. behind the present end, where the lode has been found to be from 10 to 
18 ft. wide, producing ores, respectively from 4, 6, 8, and 10 tons to the fathom. From 
this limited excavation (of about 25 fms. of ground), including our present sampling, 
nearly 180 tons of ore have been extracted; and the same results appear to continue 
going down in the bottom of the level, besides a considerable portion of the lode still 
standing by the side of the former drivage, which is not yet laid properly open, where I 
am inclined to think, judging frota the appearance of this massive lode, that good results 
well also be found. This level (36) is extended 170 fms. west from the engine-shaft, in 
which this part of the lode being carried home to the last taking down is 4 ft, wide.

able to accomplish, for several reasons: first, not having sufficient water at ali times to 
keep the mine drained and to draw the stuff; second, having no space at surface to de- 
posit the attle—consequently, I fear that we shall not be able to accomplish this very 
desirable object without extra expense in carting the stuff a long distance, or laying a 
new tramroad, which is not a very desirable mode of operation under present circum- 
stances, seeing that anew shaft must be sunk at the western part of the sett, in order 
to properly develope this very interesting property, although it is at this season of the 
year a very inconvenient time to commence new surface operations; but a certain 
amount of this work can be done at intervals, by applying the same number of hands 
we have now employed when the weather is most convenient for such work,and at 
other times employ them at the old, or present, workings. At all events, I would re- 
commend that no time should be lost in sinking the new shaft to the 55 or 60 fm. level 
at which depth cross-cut to the lode, and drive back under the old workings and ore 
ground ; also communicate, by means of a rise or winze, to the present levels. This 
mode of operation will drain the present workings and lay open all the ore ground in 
that direction, so that the workings throughout the mine will be thoroughly ventilated, 
and the ore ground taken away to the best possible advantage. We have employed on 
the mine, both at surface and underground, 41 persons, and the monthly labour costs 
about 150/., excepting the expense of taking out the rubbish recently gone into the 
river. Our next sampling, if the weather permits, will be upwards of 80 tons of cop- 
per ore.—-GEORGE Rowe, 


The Cuatnman having moved the adoption of the report and accounts, stated that 
Capt. Rowe was present, and would be glad to afford any additional information share- 
holders might require. 

The Secretary read a letter, signed by Capt. Rowe, urging the desirability of a new 
shaft being sunk, by which the valuable run of ore ground laid open could be taken away 
with great advantage, and the explorations extended in a direction which, it was confi- 
dently expected, would lead to in the realisation of most satisfactory results.

Mr. J. B. CotoGan (the sceretary) having read the advertisement convening the 
meeting, submitted the report of the directors (an abstract of which appeared in last 
week’s Journal). 
The CuairRMAN said it was with great pleasure that he presided over the present first 
half-yearly meeting of the company, because he believed the report just submitted would 
be as satisfactory to the shareholders as it was to himself and colleagues. He had often 
been obliged to meet the shareholders in that room with feelings of certain anxiety and 
disappointment. Anxiety, because there was a time when he felt very doubtful whether 
he would not have been obliged to ask for power to in some way borrow money, and to 
that extent deteriorate the sharcholders’ property ; and disappointment, arising from the 
fact that the mine had been rather slower in developing itself than had been anticipated. 
But now he was happy to state that it was, to use an ordinary term, in a paying state, 
and that it might with confidence be considered that very shortly it would bea dividend- 
paying mine. Mines that were rather slow in developing themselves were often those 
that proved to be of the greater permanence, thus giving a larger amount of reward to 
the shareholders for their patience and perseverance, I would be observed by the report 
that the returns of ore had lerably i d during the last half-year, but not at 
the expense of the reserves, for the latter had also increased. Indeed, those reserves to 
a certain extent represented the capital that the company had expended —50,0007.—for 
if their exploratory operations ceased to-morrow the present reserves might very fairly 
be valued at that amount. He had great pleasure in moving that the report and accounts 
be received and adopted. He should be happy to give any further information or answer 
any questions. 
Mr. J. Lowe had much pieasure in seconding the proposition. 
Mr. R. TAYLOR (managing director), in answer to an observation from a shareholder, 
stated that formerly the entire purchase of fuel and supplies was charged as mine cost, 
but this time the amount of stock consumed is deducted from the entire stock, and the 
nett amount only is charged. It was felt that the old plan was an incorrect way of 
putting the accounts; for instance, stating that the mine cost was 17,000/., whereas the 
actual fact was the mine cost was only 13,000/. 
A PRopRtETOR enquired in what way the lead and lead ores were transported from the 
mines to the port or shipment?—Mr. J. Taytor, jan, (managing director), said that 
almost all the Fortuna ore was smelted upon the spot, so that there was scarcely any 
carriage so far as ores were concerned; the main item was for the carting of the lead from 
the smelting works to the coast, and for coals. 
Mr. W, Cox, M.P., enquired the gross charge per ton ?—-Mr. J. TAYLor, jun., replied 
that the gross charge from Linares to London used to be 7/. per ton, but year by 
year it had been steadily decreasing, and it was now reduced to about 47. per ton, He 
must admit that as yet they had not saved much by any improvement upon the crude 
and primitive employment of mules, Of course, when the railway was brought up to 
the mine they would be a considerable reduction in the cost of carriage, 
Mr. R. TAYLOR, jun, said that the carriage from the mines to Seville was 27. 10s. per 
ton ; 17. 19s. to Cordova, in mule carts; and Lis. from Cordova to Seville, by railway. 
Mr. J. TaYtor, jun., said the Fortuna Company had smeiting-works of its own upon 
the spot, which were conducted as cheaply as any works in Spain.

This “ slag” was thrown into heaps, from which a certain profit was afterwards derived 
by re-smelting. It being impossible to ascertain the profit due to each company from 
those “ slags,” the arrang t was idered undesirable, and it was thought the more 
prudent course was to build more furnaces for the Fortuna Company 
Mr. W. Cox, M.P., said as a Linares director he could say that the Linares board 
were exceedingly desirous to render in every possible way any assistance to the Fortuna 
Company to enable them to redace their stock or ore on hand. An arrangement was 
come to, but it was found that the experiment did not answer, and it was discontinued. 
A SHAREHOLDER thought that the Fortuna directors had adopted a very wise course 
in discontinuing the ar t, for he idered that the Fortuna Company should 
keep their own profits, and not pay away at least 10s. per ton to the Linares Company. 
Mr. W. Cox, M.P., as an auditor, urged the desirability of increasing the company’s 
capital, which would enable the directors to ensure the payment of regular dividends. 
A SHAREHOLDER cold not see why this subject should be broached now that the mine 
was unquestionably coming into a splendid condition. The fruit was just ripe, and why 
interfere with it ?—Mr. Cox, M.P., said the fact was the more the mine was developed, 
and the greater the returns, the greater was the necessity for a working capital. 
The CHAIRMAN could not help agreeing to a certain extent with Mr. Cox’s remarks, 
for there was no doubt an increased capital would esse the working of the company, but 
the result would be to deteriorate the property, because dividends would have to be paid 
on largercapital.

Geoxoersts’ AssoctaTion.—A party of the members and their friends 
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bled at the International Exhibition on Saturday morning, for the purpose of 
listening to a number of walking lectures on some of the objects of interest connected 
with their society. The first visit was paid to Mr. Hancock’s case, where Prof. Tennant 
pointed out the peculiarities of some of the Devonshire gems, including the finest known 
emerald. Hunt and Roskell’s case was also inspected, and the diamonds, sapphires, 
rubies, opals, polished beryls, aqua marines, &c., from the collections of the Marquis of 
Westminster and the late Mr. Hope, excited admiration, as did the rabies and diamonds, 
including the Koh-i-noor, now the private property of Her Majesty, in Garrard’s case. 
The party then proceeded to Nova Scotia, where Mr. Marsh gave an admirable account 
of the discovery of gold in that country, and called attention to its remarkable purity. 
The fine specimen of aluminium and its alloys in Messrs, Bell’s case formed the subject 
of a lecture by Mr. Meredith, after which the party proceeded to Megsrs. Johnson and 
Mathey’s case, where Mr. Tomlinson gave a short lecture on platinum and some of its 
associative metals, describing the difference between Wollaston’s and Deville’s processes 
for preparing platinum. Mr. C, H. Smith, the veteran geologist, in the midst of the build- 
ing stones in the eastern annexe, lectured on his favourite subject; after which Prof. 
Tennant called attention to the granites, serpentines, and porphyrics. The party next 
proceeded to Victoria, where Mr. Osborne gave an interesting account of the geological 
survey of that distant colony, and of the method of preparing the maps of the same, 
Dr. Milligan then explained the mineral products of Tasmania. Mr. Jones gave an ac- 
count of the bejewelled portraits in the Indian department; after which Mr. Doubans 
allowed the party to examine the articles in jade, and pointed out some of the more in- 
teresting minerals from India. The Belgian ores were next explained, and the party 
wound-up with a visit to America, where Mr. Clement spoke of the ores from California, 
including those of mercury and silver, while these and the copper from Lake Superior 
formed the subject of an animated discussion, thus bringing to a close this the last, and, 
perhaps, the most successful, visit of the members of the Geologists’ Association to this 
marvellous collection of the world’s industry.

Oct. 25.—1n accordance with your request, I have inspected the property of the com- 
pany, and found on the Tyddynglwadis proper the miners engaged in continuing the old 
level. The lode is from 3 to 5 ft. wide, containing alternately rich bunches of silver and 
Jead ores, A shaft is sunk on the lode by the former proprietor about U0 feet below the 
level; this shaft ought to be cleared out, and the lode tested at a greater depth. There 
is a quantity of ore in sight, which may be taken out as soon as space is prepared out- 
side to store it, as the ore already broken out occupies nearly all the available space. 
I recommend that the wall along the river be continued, in order to pre pace for 
dressing-floors. The levels driven on the Cwmheisian Isaf produce the same Quality of 
ore as the Tyddyngiwadis level. To make the ore marketable it has to be dressed ; but, 
before this operation is commenced, I would recommend that the ore be carefully tested 
whether silver, and to what extent, is contained in the matrix which in dressing of the 
ore {s lost. Should the matrix prove as rich in silveras the galena, or nearly so, I would 
then recommend that reduction-works should be erected to extract the silver and lead 
on the premises. Proper dressing apparatus has to be p d,as hand-d ing is too 
expensive, and is attended by a great loss of metal. The water-wheel is nearly in work- 
ing order, and will give sufficient power to work the rollers, Another wheel has to be 
erected nearer to the river to work the other machinery, A set of assay tools is un- 
avoidably necessary, as the ore has to be continually tested to determine its value ; this 
apparatus ought to be procured without delay. By the adoption of proper machinery, 
and careful and economical working, I believe this mine will prove very remunerative. 

TO THE DIRECTORS OF THE CWMHEISIAN GOLD MINING COMPANY (LIMITED). 

Oct, 25.—On receipt of your secretary’s letter, by which you appoint me to superintend 
the works of the Cwmhelisian Gold Mine, I went in company of Capt. Williams to exa- 
mine the property of the company, First, we went to the so-called Waterfall lode. 
There a level has been commenced by the former owners, and a lode has been struck. 
The condition of this lode we could not ascertain, as the level has to be cleared before the 
extent of the lode can be seen. The ore which has been taken from this level contains 
a large quantity of galena, mixed with tron and copper pyrites; the ore looks very pro- 
mising, and I would recommend that this lode be opened out, as I think it will prove a 
paying one. From this point we traced the lode up to near the reduction works, where 
a shaft has been sunk by Capt. Williams, when employed by the former proprietors. 
This shaft is, according to his statement, 12 fms. deep, and was sunk with the intention 
of ranning a level to intercept the lode. I recommend that this level becutat once. As 
the shaft is full of water I would recommend that a small water-wheel be erected, for 
the purpose of clearing the shaft as well as to raise the stuff. The old pumps being 
still in the shaft may be used again, and, as the tron for connecting rods is on the ground, 
it will cost but little to open out a good lead lode ata very convenient place—near to the 
reduction works. Capt. Williams has a very high opinion of this lode, and from all ap- 
pearances, from which I am able to jadge, this lode will prove very remunerative. 
Above the reduction works is the so-called Gold lode; this is not a single lode, but a 
janction of a great many lodes, which is here from 40 to 50ft. wide. An enormous quan- 
tity of quartz can be got here at little expense; this quartz is intermixed with sulphurets 
of iron, copper, lead, and zinc. I found no visible gold in the quartz, but obtained seve- 
ral specks of gold by washing a few pounds of the fine stuff taken from the lode in ques- 
tion, which I consider very satisfactory ; and, if all the stuff yields in the same propor- 
tion, this will be a very valuable mine, I would recommend that a shaft be sank right in 
the centre of these Jodes, from 15 to 20 fathoms deep, and do not doubt that rich ore will 
be found there than is found in the present level. By this shaft the bearings of the lode 
will also be better ascertained. That gold has been found in the quartz is sufficiently 
proved by assays, and, judging from my experience, I have confidence in gold lodes where 
a small quantity of gold is found in the surface quartz, as they generally improve at a 
greater depth. Several open cuts have been made, and short levels driven, by which a 
large quantity of quartz has been raised, and is now on the ground ready for working. 
I would recommend that this quartz be worked up at once, and thus try to ascertain, by 
working 10 to 20 tons of quartz from each level, the richness of the same, in order to 
erect larger works should the result warrant the outlay. For the present I recommend 
that four or five heads of stamps be erected, with necessary amalgamators and a grinder, 
There are buildings on the property sufficient for this machinery. The water-wheel to 
drive the same is in working order, The Berdan pans and rollers may be used at pre- 
sent to grind up the quartz till proper stamps are erected. The rollers may be used to 
reduce the lead ore. A set of assay tools is unavoidably necessary, as the ore has to be 
continually tested to determine its value. This apparatus ought to be procured without

Co-RESPONSIBILITY OF Limirep anD Unumitrep Liapinity SHARE- 
HOLDERS,—An important judgment has been given inthe matter of the Liverpool Trades- 
man’s Loan Company (bankrupt), by Mr. Deputy Commissioner Hosack, of the Liver- 
pool Bankruptcy Court. This company (which recently became bankrupt through the 
defalcations of Chalkley, its secretary), was at one time on the unlimited liability prin- 
ciple, but in 1856 was registered under the Limited Liability Act. The shareholders 
have been called upon to pay the whole amount of their liabilities, but there are still 
outstanding debts to the extent of 2200/., and the official liquidator sought an order upon 
the shareholders prior to 1856 for a call of 4s, per share to meet that deficiency. The 
proprietors resisted the claim, and asserted that the Court of Bankruptcy had jurisdiction 
only in the case of a limited liability company, an unlimited proprietary being amenable 
alone to the Court of Chancery. Mr. Hosack, after reading the Acts of Parliament, and 
various decisions bearing upon the case, was of opinion that the proprietors before 1856 
were bound to contribute in proportion to the liabilities, and made an order of 4/. per 
share upon that class of contributaries. Notice of appeal against this decision was given. 








Sree, Wire-Rore.—aAt the Liverpool Corporation Testing-Works, on 
Tuesday, a number of gentlemen interested in the subject assembled for 
ascertaining the superiority, if any, of steel wire-rope, as compared with 
iron wire-rope. Experiments had previously been made upon bright steel 
wire, which, being liable to rust, it was now thought desirable to know if the strength 
would in any degree be impaired by the wire undergoing the process of galvanising ; and 
it was chiefly for this reason the experiments were made, the samples being ropes made 
of steel wire galvanised. The results obtained were—Galvanised steel, 2 in., broke at 
13 tons 15 cwts.; Admiralty test for iron wire,4 tons 6 cwts.; galvanised steel, 24% in., 
broke at 19 tons 10 ewts.; iron wire, Admiraity test, 7 tons 8 cwts.; galvanised steel, 
4 in., broke at 41 tons 5 cwts.; iron wire, Amiralty test, 19 tons 6cwts. Two pieces of 
2% in., of fine bright steel, similar to that used for musical instruments, broke, one at 
24 tons 5 cwts., the other at 26 tons 5cwts, Thus, by the confirmation of two separate 
tests, we are assured that steel possesses all the qualities suitable for its being used for 
all purposes, whether in mines or elsewhere, where great strength is required. Indeed, 
for strength, lightness, toughness, and elasticity, it is unsurpassed, and it is calculated 
that whilst the expense is little more than that of common iron, by the substitution of 
steel Messra, Garnock, Bibby, and Co. will be enabled tosave about 4 tons in the weight 
of the rigging of a single ship. 





Uriuisation or Waste Furnace Gases.—An invention which con- 
sists in transterring the waste heat of the products of combustion, as they 
escape from the furnace, to the air which is supplied to support the com- 
bustion of the fuel has been provisionally specified by Mr. Echlin Molineux, 
jun, of Leavien, Enniskerry. le proposes to effect this by forcing (by means of a fan 
or otherwise) the hot products of combustion, and the air for supporting the combustion, 
to pass alternately through a tube containing metal in a finely divided state, such as per- 
forated sheets of metal, wire gauze, and coilsof wire. The hot products of combustion in 
traversing this tube are deprived of their heat by the finely divided metal, and arethen 
allowed to escape. The air for supporting the combustion Is then admitted (at the end 
of the tube from which the waste gases escape) ; as it travels onwards it takes up more 
or less of the heat left in the finely divided metal, and is finally allowed to pass into the 
furnace, 
ent apparatus, consisting of a tube traversed by a number of smaller tubes of very thin 
section, made of iron, copper, or any other material which is a good conductor of heat; 
the hot waste products of combustion are made to traverse the small tubes at the same 
time that the cold feed air entering to support the combustion is travelling through the 
space between the small tubes and the large. The feed air will accumulate heat in its 
progress as the thin metal of the tubes permits the heat of the waste products of com- 
bustion to pass freely to the exterior colder current. 

DIscoveRING AND DisperstnG Fire-Damp 1x Mines.—It is well known 
that the fire-damp, or carburetted hydrogen gas, which is generated in a 
coal mine is of less weight or specific gravity than the atmospheric air, and 
choke-damp, or carbonic acid gas, in a mine is of greater weight or specific 
gravity than the atmosphericair, Availing themselves of the knowledge of these facts, 
Messrs. Gisborne and Wickens have provisionally specified an invention which consists 
in the employment, in combination with suitable apparatus, of those relatively lesser or 
greater weights to connect an electric circuit, and thereby cause the required indica- 
tions or signals to be given. They suspend in a glass vessel or chamber, open at one end, 
a delicately poised lever, and close the mouth of such vessel, and render it air-tight by 
means of a double layer of thin India rubber strained over a ring, so as to leave a space 
of about half an inch between the layers, and insert a small stud of metal in the inner 
layer immediately over the upper end of the lever, and a wire from the battery is passed 
through the side of the vessel or chamber into the space between the two layers, so that 
the point thereof may nearly touch the metal stud, anda wire is also passed through the 
side of the vessel or chamber below the inner surface of the inner layer, and its point 
brought nearly to the lower end of the lever, so that when the atmospheric air in the 
vessel or chamber is expanded by the agency of lighter gases the inner layer is pressed 
upwards, and the metal stud is brought into contact with the wire between the layers, 
and the circuit is thus connected, on the other hand, when the upper surfaces of the layers 
are deflected by the agency of heavier gases thereon, the upper end of the layer Is depressed, 
and the lower end being thereby brought into contact with the wire in the chamber the 
circuit is completed. They obtain the like results by means of the pressure of the gases 
on @ vacuum chamber, as in an aneroid barometer, giving motion to a hand or indicator, 
and thereby connecting the circuit, and in a similar way by a metallic barometer. They 
employ the like pressure contact to eonnect an electric circuit through a Rahmkorff coil 
and condenser, and by causing the current to pass thence between two metal points placed 
in vacuo in the interior of a glass bulb or chamber to illuminate suck bulb or chamber, 
and employ the like pressure contact to connect an electric circuit from a battery at 
the surface, and by an electro-magnet or galvanometer withdraw an opaque slide from 
the front or back of a coloured bull’s-eye in a Davy lamp, and expose the coloured light. 
They employ the drawal and withdrawal of the said slide in a Davy lamp by the means 
mentioned, and also the illumination of the bul» or chamber, for the purpose of telegraph- 
ing or communicating signals from one part of a mine to another part thereof to and from 
the interior of the mine, from and to the surface or pit’s month by arbitrary signs ; thus, 
for example, a continuous red light may be used to signify “danger from fire-damp ;” 
two movements may mean “ send down the cage,” and so on, and in like manner one, 
two, or more flashes or illuminations in vacuo may be used to signify pre-arranged sen- 
tences. They also employ the pressure contact to give signals by releasing or moving 
an electro-magnet to sound an alarum, ignite an explosive compound (at the surface, of 
course), or otherwise indicate danger. The fire-camp may be dispersed as generated by 
the pressure contact completing the circuit, and igniting some explosive compound.

metallurgy, are still brought forward, it being urged that the administration of the 
Eastern of France Railway has not established a uniform system of tariffs, but, on the 
contrary, charges in the proportion of 5 to 3 for carrying minerals and pig to one point, 
as compare. with another point at an equal distance. This policy forms the subject of 
a decided protest on the part of the less favoured customers of the railway, and it is con- 
tended that the interests of the shareholders are injuriously affected by it. Probably, 
however, the administration has only a choice of evils before it, and is compelled to 
charge low rates in one direction in order to sustain competition against some rival com- 
pany, for railways begin to clash with each other in the East and North-east of France, 

M. Toussaint, who is attached as engineer to the mines of Monte-Calvi 
and Aqua- Viva, in Tuscany, has just prepared works intended to put in 
working large veins of copper and lead of a power of 160 ft. to 260 ft., and 
which must give to this fine province of the new kingdom of Italy all the 
metallurgical importance which the Island of Sardinia has for some years acquired, 
All the engineers who have visited the galleries and works of Monte-Calvi and Aqua- 
Viva agree that there exist few mines so rich, and that they may yield products supe- 
rior to those of the mines of Monte-Vecchio, Monti-Catini, and Monte Poni. 

M. Gonot, engineer in chief and director of mines in the province of 
Hainaut, has just submitted his annual report, which, as usual, supplies a 
vast mass of instructive information. The coal basin, on which M. Gonot 
reports, is divided into three groups,—the Couchant de Mons, the Centre, 
and Charleroi. The first comprises the collieries to the west of Mons, as far as the 
French frontier ; the second |those between that town and the river Picton; and the 
third those in the neighbourhood of Charleroi, from the Pidton to the eastern limits of 
the province. It appears that the aggregate extraction of coal in the province amounte. 
last year to 7,935,645 tons, showing an increase of 428,925 tons, as contrasted with 1860. 
As the number of pits at work declined from 221 in 1860, to 215 in 1861, it follows that 
important improvements must have been effected in working arrangements. Annexed 
are details showing the course of the coal mining industry of the province during the 
last five years :—

The collieries of the Couchant de Mons, consequently, contributed last year 54°87 per 
cent. of the general increase; those of the Centre, 12°69 per cent.; and those of Char- 
leroi, 32°44 per cent. The Belgian coals, although driven from the departments of the 
Pas-de-Calais and the Seine-Inférieure by the pressure of English and French competi- 
tion, have acquired new outlets in the eastern departments of France; and it will be 
found, by the annexed official returns of the imports into, and the exports from, Belgium 
of coal and coke last year that, notwithstanding every difficulty, Belgian coalowners 
satisfactorily maintained their position :—

Thus, while Iselgium has become more and more independent of foreign nations in re- 
spect to her coal supply, she bas more than maintained her exports of mineral combus- 
tibles, Steam is carrying matters all its own way in the province of Hainaut, only 12 
out of 215 pits in activity last year having been worked by machinery in which the mo- 
tive power was supplied by horses or men. ‘The average quantity of coal raised from 
each pit last year was 36,910 tons, or 2943 tons more than in 1860, showing that the con- 
centration of works which has been secured admits of a greater quantity of coal being 
raised with a smaller number of pits at work. Last year the coal pits in working em- 
ployed 97 steam-engines, of 14,256 horse-power, for drainage purposes; and 214 steam- 
engines, of 14,928 horse-power, for extraction purposes. There were in existence be- 
sides in the province, 75 steam-engines, of 3744 horse-power, in pits in reserve or not 
being worked ; 197 engines, of 3185 horse-power, were employed for ventilating pur- 
poses; and 130 engines, of 1342 horse-power, for accessory and miscellaneous purposes. 
The average depth of the pits at work last year was 1086 feet; but 8 in the Couchant 
de Mons, and 16 in the arrondissement of Charleroi, exceeded 1600 ft. in depth, Among 
these may be noted the St. Louis pit, in the Ostenne Colliery, at Jemmapes, which is 
2093 feet deep; the St. Charles pit, in,the colliery of Bayemont, at Marchienne-au-Pont, 
which is 2156 feet deep; the Mécanique pit, in the colliery of Sacré-Madame, at Dam- 
premy, which is 2123 feet deep; the St. Théodore pit, in the same workings, which is 
2296 ft. deep; the Bianchisserie pit, at Charleroi, 2166 ft. deep, and[several others. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Ocr. 30.—Trade in this district presents no feature of change, but it is 
extremely satisfactory that almost all the ironworks are fully employed, 
and in most of the hardware branches there is a fair busine@& doing. The 
labour market is, on the whole, in a satisfactory state, and the winter is 
now regarded in this county with less anxiety than it was some time ago. 

The adjourned enquiry into the circumstances attending the deaths of 
the two men who, as previously stated, were killed in an ironstone pit at 
Corbyn’s Hall, by the breaking of a wire-rope, resulted in a verdict of “ Accidental 
Death.” A witness stated that there was a twist in the rope as it was ascending, and 
that when the twist reached the pulley the rope broke at thetwist. It appeared that it 
was the duty of a man named Bartlam to see that the ropes and chains were kept in a 
proper state,and that he was informed previously that the rope in question was defective, 
but he took no steps to examine it, or to repair the place which appeared defective, but 
which it was said was not the point of fracture. The rope had been for some time used 
at another pit, and was removed in consequence of having been a good deal worn to the 
pit in question, where there was less strain upon it. It was drawn along the ground by 
horses, which, it is very likely, would injare it, and which seems an improper mode of 
moving a winding rope. Mr. Baker, the Government Inspector, had examined the rope 
previous to the accident, and except at one point found no external indication of serious 
injury, though it was a good deal worn. Onopening a part of it, however, he found that 
the wires had cut each other, where they crossed to a considerable extent, and were fur- 
ther injured by rast. The rope was made by Messrs. Haggie Brothers, of Gateshead, 
highly respectable manufacturers, and its original power of resistance was 40 tons. In 
using these ropes it is very desirable that the drums and pulleys shall be of large dia- 
meter, so as not to bend them into a sharp curve, and no doubt they are more readily 
injured where loose skips are used, as the skips often revolve, and thus twist the rope. 
The jury censured Bartlam for neglecting to attend to the rope when reported defective. 

At the Bilston Petty Sessions, on Friday, Benj. Carpenter, butty,in the employ of Mr. 
John Bates, of the Holyband Road Colliery, was sammoned by his employer for allowing 
his men, contrary to the 21st special rule, to ascend and descend the shaft on the water- 
barrel—a reckless course which he himself adopted. A proper ladder-skip was provided, 
and Jay on the pit bank. As this was the first offence of the kind which had come be- 
fore the bench, the prisoner was discharged on payment of costs. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Ocr. 30.—The position of foreign politics, the unsettled state of the 
mining market, and the increasing distress amongst the operatives of Lan- 
cashire, have a prejudicial effect upon the Iron Trade generally; though 
there is a steady demand for iron for home as well as foreign consumption, 
there is almost an entire absence of speculation. Rails, plates, and bars 
are most enquired for, and prices are, considering the general depression, 
tolerably well maintained. There is a moderately good demand for pig- 
iron, and the rates are firmer than for several weeks past. A slight 
amendment is noticable in the steel trade, but little confidence is felt that 
the general improvement will be permanent, so long as the unhappy strife 
is existing in America. There is an improved demand for cutlery, both 
for home and foreign consumption. The trade in armour plates and 
crinoline at Sheffield has been so active that employment has been found 
for a large number of artizans who would, in all probability, have been un- 
employed, owing to the depression existing in other parts of the town. The 
Coal Trade continues to manifest an improvement, which is general 
throughout these counties. A meeting of the Coalmasters’ Association will 
be held in a few days, when the question of an advance in the rates will, 
we understand, be brought forward. The price at which coal is now sup- 
plied at the pit’s mouth is so small that little margin is left for profit. 
some districts an advance has been made of 6d. per ton. The difficulty is to induce all 
the masters to act up to the resolution, as it has been frequently found that the smaller 
and more needy masters have fallen back upon the old price to effect sales. We have 
heard many complaints against the London and North-Western Railway Company for 
keeping the coal trucks an unnecessary long time in London, which is a great inconve- 
nience to the colliery masters, and occasions considerable loss. The coal trade, taken as 
& whole, is in a very healthy position. 

The question of damages between Messrs. Barber, Walker, and Co., proprietors of the 
High Park Colliery, near Nottingham, has been settled. A Court to assess the 
has sat several days during the latter part of last and the former part of the present week, 
before Mr. Boden, Q.C., the recorder of Derby. It was proved to the satisfaction of the 


jary that the water from the reservoir of the canal in the possession of the Great Northern 


Railway Company flooded the mine; and after evidence had been tendered on both sides 
the jury deliberated two hours, found a verdict for the claimants, and assessed the da- 
mages at the sum of 4992/. 3s. 10d., allowing costs, which are very considerable. 
Much excitement has been occasioned in the neighbourhood of Chester- 
field this week by the apprehension and committal of Mr. John Carr, a 
viewer lately employed at the Sheepbridge Colliery, belonging to the 
Dunstan and Barlow Company, on a charge of embezzlement. r. Carr, 
who has two grown-up sons employed at the works, was the resident viewer, at asalary 
of 2007. year. He had the sole management of the miners, and rendered to the book- 
keepers in the office an account of work done by each man. About ten days ago Mr. W. 
Fowler, the managing partner of the firm, gave Mr. Carr notice to quit, and a few days 








before he left Mr. Edis, the cashier, made a communication to Mr. Fowler which led 
to the discovery of several defalcations, amounting in the whole to very nearly 50/, 


Mr. John Carr, it appeared in the evidence, had been in the habit of going to the office 
and representing that so much work had been done by certain colliers, and that he had 
paidthem. The clerks made an entry of such alleged ts with a view of getting 
Mr. Carr reimbursed. Prior to Mr. Carr’s leaving, Mr. Fowler ordered an inspection of 
the books, when it was found that he had represented that he had paid money to diffe- 
rent persons whose names were not recorded in the book. Mr. Fowler asked for an ex- 
planation from Mr. Carr, who said,“ If you mean that, stop the amount from my salary,” 
and he urged Mr. Fowler to say nothing about it, because if the report reached the ears 
of Mr. Hedley, the Government Inspector, he would not get another situation. Mr. 
Hedley was interesting himself to get Mr. Carr employment. Afterwards Mr. Hankey, 
another partner, arrived at the works, and it was determined to prosecute Mr. Carr, who 
appeared before the magistrates at Chesterfield, on Wednesday, to answer a charge of 
embezzlement. Mr. Busby appeared to prosecate, and Mr. Cutts defended Mr. Carr, 
who throughout the hearing took copious notes of the evidence. His sons were also 
present, and the case was very painful to those who heard it. Mr. Carr was committed 
for trial at the Sessions, but admitted to bail. 

The sinking operations at the North Derbyshire Mine have been stopped; and, indeed, 
there are no steps being taken at present to develope the undertaking. It is certain that 
a further supply of capital will be needed. The other mines remain as last noticed. 

The local stock and share markets are dull, and very little business transacted in any 
description of stock. 

Messrs. Peel, Williams, and Peel, Soho Foundry, have completed the forging of the 
largest wrought-iron shaft ever made in that city. The shaft is 29 ft.7 in. long, by 
diameters varying from 1844 in. to 224% in., its weight being nearly 12 tons. It is to 
replace a cast-iron shaft which has broken in one of Messrs. Wren and Hopkinson’s huge 
water-wheels, now being repaired by that firm. The shaft is made from the best scrap 
iron, puddled in a ball furnace, and wrought into density and its present form by a bel!ly- 
helve hammer, which is capable of striking a blow equal to a force of 6 tons, and yet can 
be so nicely regulated by a steam throttle valve as to give the lightest blow which may 
be required, while at the same time its speed may be varied from 4 to 40 strokes per 
minute. The heaviest shaft ever previously forged by this firm, who for a long period 
have made the most massive forgings in the district, did not exceed a weight of 9 tous. 
For so large a mass, this shaft is a remarkably clean piece of workmanship. 

Mr. Louis Groux, of the Victoria Soap Works, Woodhouse Junction, has patented some 
improvements in the manufacture of soap, and in machinery for that purpose; and Mr. 
J. Carpendale, Britannia metal smith, of Meadow-street, Sheffield, some improvements 
in the means of producing raised chasing on Britannia and other compressible metals. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Ocr. 30.—The tone of the Coal Trade has, on the whole, considerably 
improved of late. Still as the movements of the shipping has been much 
retarded, owing to heavy winds and boisterous weather, the progress made 
in shipping coals has not been so good as the supply of ships and the im- 
proved demand would have warranted. But the principal collieries, both 
of steam and house coal, are now better employed, and where ships are not 
at hand the coals are being laid up for future shipment. The Coke Trade 
also continues very good, best qualities of this article ‘being much en- 

uired after for foreign shipment. A few days ago the Lousiana, an iron 
ship rebuilt by the Messrs. Palmer, at Jarrow, formerly called the Hudson, 
left the Northumberland Dock with 100 keels of steam coal; her draught 
of water was very nearly 21 feet. This is only an earnest of what will 
take place in the Tyne: as the improvements projected by Mr. Ure, the 
engineer, are carried out, ships of much increased tonnage will be loaded 
in this river. 

The deep pit at Ryhope continues to be worked on a most extensive 
scale by means of a single large shaft. A large quantity of coal is raised 
per day, and the workings are being rapidly extended, so much so as to 
require the use of hauling-engines underground. A second shaft was sunk 
to the sand some two or three years ago, but was not proceeded further 
with. This shaft is now, however, to be p' with, and a large 
winding-engine intended to work it is in course of manufacture at Mr. 
Murray’s celebrated engine-works at Chester-le-street; it is to be a con- 
densing-engine of 200-horse power. On Wednesday week the cylinder 
for this engine was cast in the presence of several of the gentry of the 
neighbourhood; it is 68 in. in diameter, 8 ft. 6 in. in length, and 8 tons in 
weight. It was cast with complete success. At present two similar wind- 
ing-engines to this are employed at Ryhope Colliery, so that when this is 
completed three winding-engines will be employed there, of 200-horse 
power each, capable of lifting about 3000 tons of coal per day. 

The quarterly delegate meeting in connection with the Miners’ Perma- 
nent Relief Fund was held in Newcastle, on Saturday. There were about 
40 delegates present, many of them representing three or four collieries 
each. The number of names now on the books amount to about 8000 
men and boys, The secretary, Mr. Blyth, read the minutes of the last 
and committee meetings. He stated that the delay in getting out the rules 
had operated as a check upon members joining the fund; but as soon as 
copies of the revised but uncertified rules were sent out, hundreds of names 
would be entered weekly. The most important business before the meeting 
was the reception and discussion of the reports of accountants and actuaries respecting 
the basis of the society—that is, its financial basis. Those reports are lengthy, and the 
discussion that ensued was also somewhat lengthy. The result arrived at was that 1d. 
per week, above 18 years of age, is a sufficient payment to meet all the requirements of 
the fund, or that any deficiency arising under this arrangement will be met by volun- 
tary subscriptions, donations, &c. The Chairman stated that the total amount of sub- 
scriptions collected that day amounted to 2247. 1ls. 2d. They had previously 104/. in 
hand, so that the total amount now in hand is 328/. 11s. 2d, A resolution was carried 
that the actuary’s (Mr. Spens) amended report be received,and that 1d. per week be the 
fature contributidn of the society. This society is now making satisfactory progress ; 
much labour has been required to bring it into working condition, but it may be said to 
be now nearly seaworthy. The Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund for Northumberland 
and Durham may be considered an established fact. It is, however, much to be lamented 
that any dissension should prevail in the ranks of the miners; it is, therefore, to be re- 
gretted that the miners of the two counties have not been unanimous in favour either of 
the local fand or the national one. The latter has, by a majority of the men, always 
been considered as impracticable—decidedly too large and unwieldy to give any chance 
of success. The case is quite different with the district of Northumberland and Durham. 
The whole thing lies in a nutshell, and it is only necessary to establish the society on a 
sound basis, and for the men to be something like unanimous, to ensure success. It is, 
therefore, to be much regretted that a portion of the men should fritter away their ener- 
gies in the pursuit of a visionary scheme, which (so far as the North is concerned) can 
never be fulfilled. Local societies, formed in sufficiently populous districts, appear to 
have a much better chance of success than any general one. 

During the nine months ending Sept. 30, 9076 vessels, registering 1,547,298 tons, 
cleared from the port of Sunderland, the tonnnge rates of which amounted to 86551. 14s. 6d. 
In the corresponding period of 1861 the number of vessels was 9048, registering 
1,509,866 tons, and the tonnage rates received were 8217/., being an increase of 28 ves- 
sels, and of 37,432 tons, or 2°4 per cent., and 4381. 14s, 6d. on the tonnage rates of 1861. 
The coasting trade shows an increase of 37,911 tons, being 4 per cent.; but the European 
trade shows a decrease of 4249 tons, being 0°9 per cent. ; and the beyond Europe trade 
shows au increase of 3770 tons, being 2°7 per cent. During September 1161 vessels, 
with a register tonnage of 195,812, and the total quantity of coals shipped during the 
month amounted to 306,261 tons. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Ocr. 30.—There is a slight dulness in the Coal and Iron Trades, which, 
however, is not caused by any real depression, but it is the natural ebb 
and flow that affects all trades occasionally. About six weeks or two 
months ago an unusual and unexpected number of orders arrived, and the 
result was that every description of iron advanced. If the orders conti- 
nued to come in in the same proportion as was the case then, there is no 
doubt but that a still further advance would have taken place. The ap- 
parent dulness is, therefore, what may be expected even in the most pros- 
sperous times. The orders in hand at many of the works are sufficient to 
keep all hands employed until the end of the year, and many fresh orders 
are expected before the year terminates, Thenext quarter-day of the Staf- 
fordshire ironmasters is hopefully looked forward to, as it is generally be- 
lieved that higher prices will then be agreed to and demanded. The present 
market quotations for iron are fully maintained, with a slight upward ten- 
dency. The house coal trade is really brisk, as is usual on the advent of cold 
weather, but no substantial and general advance in prices has yet been 
realised. In a few instances an advance has been demanded and received, 
but this will not be general until about the middle of the winter. The 
steam coal trade is not in quite so flourishing a state, and some of the col- 
lieries work short turns. here is no room, however, to complain ; the 
colliers, as a rule, being fairlyemployed. ‘The tin works are also showing 
indications of more activity, t upon the better enquiry for plates. 
The Tin Trade has suffered se’ ly from the American war, and it is to be 
hoped that the improvement noticed will increase, and prove permanent. 

Several accidents have occurred during the past week. A lad named 
John Ingram met with a fatal accident at the Collier’s Row Pit, Merthyr. 
A stone fell on the deceased, and the injuries he received were so serious 
that he died almost immediately. David Rees,a collier, age 29, working at the Gadly’s 
Pit, and Charles Hughes, a miner employed at Dowlais, met with fntal accidents under 
similar circamstances. Numerous accidents have lately taken place from falls of roof, 
and managers of collieries ought to make every effort to secure the tops, and effectually 
timber the workings. It will be remembered that Mr. Evans, the Government In- 
spector for South Wales, called attention to this matter in his last report, which has al- 
ready appeared in the Mining Journal, and it is to be hoped that the suggestions there 
thrown out will not be lost sight of by viewers and principals of collieries. 

Baad joan inundation of the Machen Colliery, as reported in last week’s 
J , turns out to be of a more serious character than anticipated. The 
water broke in through an old drift, which has a communication with the 
shaft of the colliery, and some of the workings were considerably damaged. The col- 
liery has not been entirely stopped, as the men are able to go on in the workings to the 
rise. The water attained a depth of 32 feet tn the shaft, but it has now been entirely 
cleared, and in a few days the men will be, able to resume their work. The amount of 

has not yet been ascertained. 

The district through which the Lianelly and Llandilo Railway runs is gradually be- 
coming an important coal and mining field. Several mines have been opened in the 
neighbourhood of Liandilo and Liandovery, and there is every prospect that, if vigorously

prosecuted, handsome returns will be the result. It is a matter of astonishment that 
mining speculators have not paid more attention to this neighbourhood, which abounds 
with exceedingly favourable indications of lead andcopper. Mr. David Lioyd, of Biaina, 
has commenced working the Pantyffynon Colliery, Cross Inn. The colliery bas been 
stopped for many years, and its starting has given quite an impetus to the local trade, 
The traffic receipts of the Lianelly and Liandilo Kailway fully testify to the improved 
state of things, the increase since the commencement of July being upwards of 10 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 

Another case of smoking in the No, 2 Gethin Pit has been heard before the Merthyr 
Magistrates. The defendant was an old collier, named William James, who admitied 
the offence, and expressed his sorrow for what had occurred. Mr. Moody, the manager, 
gave him a good character. Mr. Fowler, the stipendiary magistrate, said in consequence 
of defendant's old age and good character he would not be sentto prison. Defendant was 
fined 40. and costs, or fourteen days’ imprisonment, é 

A case of considerable importance was decided at thé last Aberdare 
County Court, by Jadge Falconer. Lewis Jones, an engineer, sucd Mr. 
John Nixon, the well-known colliery proprietor, for 1/. 33. 1ld. The 
plaintiff had been an engineer in the employ of the defendant, and he left 
without giving one month’s notice. The payment of the current wages was sued for, 
and it was contended that the plaintiff was not under any obligation to give notice. 
Judge Falconer delivered a very lucid judgment, of which the following is a summary. 
The plaintiff said he never had a copy of the rules,and that he was in the employ of de- 
fendant before any rules were distributed. Thedefendant, on thecontrary, said plaintiff 
had the rules; as a proof of which an old copy had been found in the engine-room, and 
no engineer had gone away without notice. In the case, however, of Bayley v. Wilkins, 
it was held that where a party must know some rules were necessary for conducting 
certain transactions he must be bound by those rules, lle was of opinion that of ali the 
men employed the plaintiff, above all others, was, from the terms of the rules, and from 
the necessities of the colliery, subject to conditions before hecould leave. Judgment was 
given for the defendant.

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ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF StzAM-BorLER EXxPLosions, 
MANCHESTER.—At the last ordinary monthly meeting of the executive 
committee, held at the offices, Corporation-street, Manchester, on Tues- 
day, Mr. William Fairbairn, C.E., F.R.S., in the chair, Mr. Fletcher, 
chief engineer, presented his report, of which the following is an abstract: — 
During the past month there have been examined 353 engines and 539 boilers. Of the 
latter, 9 have been examined specially, 9 internally, 48 thoroughly, and 473 externally, 
in which the following defects have been found :—Fracture, 7 (1 dangerous); corrosion, 
30 (3 dangerous); safety-valves out of order, 15; water-gauges ditto, 7; pressure- 
gauges ditto, 20; feed apparatus ditio, 7; blow-off cocks ditto, 27; furnaces out of 
shape, 3; blistered plates, 5: total, 121 (4 dangerous). Tollers, without glass water- 
yaugee, 8; without pressure-gauges, 7; without blow-off cocks, 18; without back pres- 
sure-valves, 50, Three expl have d during the past month to boilers not 
under the inspection of this association. These boilers were in the iron districts, and 
of the externally-fired haystack class. They were reported as having been of original 
defective construction, being insufficiently stayed. One of these explosions was attended 
with fatal consequences, the engineman being killed. c 

INcRuUsTATION, AND Scum-Pires.—The number of boilers under inspec- 
tion which suffer from incrustation is very large; indeed, to escape this inconvenience 
is quite exceptional, Under ordinary circumstances, the most practical plan for the 
prevention of incrustation is the adoption of an efficient mode of “ blowing out,” and not 
the use of “ boiler compositions.” To blow out, however, from one point only, at the 
bottom of the boiler, which 1s the general custom, has but a very limited and local 
effect. This is frequently remedied by the adoption of a perforated pipe, which is con- 
neeted to the ordinary blow-out tap, and carried along the bottom of the boiler from one 
end tothe other. These gre technically termed “ Topham pipes,” from the name of the 
patentee, and are generally spoken highly of by those who have adopted them, They 
are, however, more successful where the sediment, being heavy and siudgy, falls to the 
bottom, rather than where it is of a lighter character, which frequently forms the hardest 
and most tenacious scale. From the rapid ebullition that takes place within boilers 
when under steam, it is found that a greater part, if not the whole, of the sediment set 
free by evaporation rises to the top of the water, forming a coat of scum, before finally 
depositing itself upon the furnace-tubes or shell; and thus the readiest way of prevent- 
ing incrustation is to blow out this layer of scum from the surface of the water by 
means of 4 scum-pipe, before it has an opportunity of settling. There is nothing new 
or experimontai in this; the system has been for years adopted with marine boilers, 
and there is no reason why its use should not become equally general with stationary 

ones. Many of our members have already tried it with considerable success, and find, 
on opening their boilers after a month or six weeks’ work, that where they used for- 
merly to be coated with a heavy muddy deposit they are now perfectly clean, The fol- 
lowing is an explanation of the description of pipe adopted:—It is about 3 or 4 in, in 
diameter, having a wing cast to it on each side, so as to form a trough throughout the 
entire length of the pipe. ‘This pipe is carried within the boiler, from one end to the 
other, being made in any convenient lengths for introduction at the man-hole. It is 
perforated with small holes on the top all the way ‘along, the aggregate area’ of the 
whole number of these holes being equal to that of the pipe itself. The top of the 
trough is fixed a few inches below the level of the water, so that the scum on the sur- 
face may flow over it, when, being guarded from the disturbance of the ebullition, it de- 
posits in the still water above the trough the sedimentary particles held by it in mecha- 
nical combination. A tap is fixed to the front end plate of the boiler,in communication with 
this pipe, by means of which it can be blown out as frequently as is desired, which 
should not be less than once every two hours, when ebullition is going on, This tap, 
which need not be more than 2 in. in diameter, should be entirely of brass, fitted with 
a gland, and have a neat waste-pipe attached, which may be of wrought-iron, while, 
also, the waste-pipes from the glass water-gauges may be connected to it, being led im- 
mediately under the dead plate, which arrangement is found to be very compact and 
convenient, 
the boller, both on account of facility in fixing, and convenience in getting inside. A 
single pipe is sufficient, There are other plans in operation which, however, are subject 
to patent right. f 
the boiler, each pipe having a trampet mouth, to which a vertical telescopic move- 
ment is given, to allow for the changes of water level, the movement being effected by 
a copper ball float, so that the trampet mouth rises and falls on the changes of water 
level, like a buoy on the rise and fall of the tide; the object being to keep the mouth of 
the pipe immediately below the surface of the water, in close proximity to the scum, 
A second plan consists of a trumpet mouth laid horizontally. Both of these arrange- 
ments are reported to glye satisfaction, and, whenever opportunity offers, the results of 
thelr working will be noted, and particulars of the plan found to be most successful com- 
municated to the members. Some descriptions of incrustation, however, cannot be en- 
tirely removed by any blowing-out appdratus alone, however perfect; in such cases, a 
little carbonate of soda may be added, which many of our members have applied with 
considerabje success. Of the use of this, their experience is decidedly in favour, while 
the testimony with regard to complicated “ boiler compositions ” generally is that they 
found them expensive, in many cases useless, in others injurious, and have, in the ma- 
jority of instances, discontinued them aitogether. For fuller chemical particulars refer 
to Dr. Angus Smith’s report to the executive committee upon the incrustation in boilers. 
{ho use of soda, without a scum-pipe, is found in some cases to induce priming; the 
soda combining with the grease within the boiler, and producing foaming of the water- 
The general adoption of scum-pipes is, therefore, confidently recommended to the mem. 
bers, not only for the prevention of incrustation, but also, in order to lengthen the lives 
of their boilers, as wel! as to assist the engines in many cases, by preventing priming. 
The most radical cure for the prevention of incrustation, though one involving consider- 
ably more outlay, at the first, than the above, will be found in the adoption of dry or 
* gurface condensation,” by means of which tho boiler is fed with distilled water, the 
same being used again and again, with the exception of the slight amount lost through 
leakage, To those whoare paying large amounts annually for a supply of town’s water, 
and where the steam is consumed for engine-purposes, the adoption of surface condensers 
is well worthy of serious consideration, not only on account of the saving in the water 
rates, but also in that of fuel, since non-condensing engines may, by this means, be con- 
verted into condensing, not at present generally the case where town’s water is used. 








Rerinino Iron.—It has been proposed to substitute coal for the char- 
coal usually employed in the cementing troughs or cases in the manufac- 
tyre of steel. The experiments of Macintosh prove that the cementation 
may be effected under the intiuence of 9 current of carbonated hydrogen, 
while coal on being calcined disengages large quantities of hydro-carburets, It has, 
however, been found necessary to abandon both the process of Macintosh and the use 
of coal, on account of the steel produced being of bad quality. Having ascertainted the 
causes which render these processes defective, Messrs. Margueritte and De Sourdeval 
propose the adoption of a new process by which they hope to find a remedy. Both coal 
gas and coal in the purest state possess sulphuretted products, which would combine 
with the iron, and as inflnitesemal quantities of sulphur are sufficient entirely to change 
the quality of the iron or steel, it will be apparant that it is highly necessary to remove 
it. This may be effected in the most simple and economical manner by adding to the 
coal 8 certain quantity of lime or carbonate of lime, which at the high temperature to 
which the mixture is raised becomes transformed into quicklime, and retains in this 
state of sulphuret of calcium not only the sylphur resulting from the distillation of the 
coal, but also that evolved in the furnace, which always filters into the cementing cases. 
The presence of the lime prevents an excess of sulphur being taken up by the iron, and 
also possesses the further advantage of removing the greater part of that which it pre- 
viously contained ; it thus purifies and refines the iron, and renders it more suitable 
for subsequent cementation, and, in fact, enables good steel to be obtained from iron of 
inferior quality, They effect this purification and desulphuration of the iron by means 
of hydrogen, whieh (as is well known) the property, when passed over impure 
fron, of producing sulphuretted hydrogen readily decomposable in lime, Carbonates of 
baryta, strontium, soda, or may be employed for prodacing the same result, but 
as these are either fusible or volatile, and also much higher in price than lime, they prefer 
the latter alkali as being completely infusibie, and of a fixed nature, besides being the 
cheapest of ail the matters suitable for employment. The coal and quicklime, or the 
carbonate, are pulverised and mixed together in the proportions of from 15 to 20 or 25 per 
cent. of the quantity of coal employed. The coke residue of the cementing process is 
employed for heating parposes in the next operation, The apparatus they prefer to use 
are small retorts and furnaces, similar to those used by the Vieille Montagne Company 
for the manufactare of zinc, These retorts, by reason of their small dimensions, may be 
readily brought to a red heat, which is the most favourable for the cementation, while 
it is very diMicult for the heat to penetrate to the centre of the ordinary cementing cases. 
It will be easily understood that such a furnace, containing from 40 to 50 retorts, would 
produce after a few hours’ continuous action a considerable quantity of steel. The results 
obtained by calcining bars and plates of iron of bad quality ina mixture of coal and 


quicklime, or carbonate of lime, surpass all expectation, steel of very good quality being 


produced from which previously was unsuitable both for forging and bending. These im-

THE NEW MINERAL OILS—No, I. 
CONSIDERED AS A LEADING BRANCH OF OUR NATIONAL INDUSTRY. 


It is but two years since the fact of the continuous yield of the oil wells 
of America gave sufficient proof that a new, very reliable, and constant 
source of supply of illuminating oil was established, and that the commer- 
cial world felt confident that a new and profitable source of trade was thus 
opened to it. ‘The discovery of the oil wells of Pennsylvania, in fact, in- 
augurated a new epoch in commerce, for such is the importance of the 
article to the whole of the civilised communities living within the tempe- 
rate and frigid zones, that it bids fair to rival in its domestic and commer- 
cial importance that article now absorbing so much of the attention of 
Europe—cotton. Indeed, the Federal States of America begin to look 
upon it as the great article of commerce which {s to enable them to redeem their loss in 
he trade of cotton, for which the great commercial city of New York has heretofore 
been the chief entrep6t for the greater part of the world. 
It isa very remarkable fact that nearly about the same time that the oil wells of 
Pennsylvania were discovered, there were also discovered to exist similar fountains of 
oil in Canada West, in British North America. The astute Yankee, however, was the 
first to turn the discovery to a good commercial account, and to develope a large busi- 
ness out of it. The value of the great, and apparently inexhaustible, yield of the oil 
wells of Enniskillen, Canada West, was left rather to bo developed by English than by 
native enterprise,—as in the case of the colony’s railways. Although a year later in 
the systematic development of its vastly important new source of richness, Canada now 
promises to greatly exceed in its produce of oil for European use the oil wells of its 
sister states of l’ennsylvania and Ohio. English capital has been flowing in, through 
private enterprise and joint-stock projects, with a very strong current for some time. 
Indeed, it may fairly be asserted that since the gold discoveries there has not been so 
important an industry developed. It is a singular circumstance that the gold disco- 
veries first developed in American territory were a year afterwards more fully equalled 
in importance to England by the discovery of gold in the Iiritish colonies of Australia, 
the r influence in the extraordinary develop of being of almost co-equal 
importance to the two great Anglo-Saxon communities. 
The discovery of the oil wells in the territories of their respective Governments is 
quite in parallelism in point of time and importance; and it would seem that whatever 
lack attends the commercial career of Brother Jonathan, we receive an equal share, 
without any thanks to him; and thus Providence seems tocheck the overbearing vanity 
oi our younger brother, which has at last, however, brought him into the vortex of a 
fearful and most wanton of all kinds of political strife—civil war. We do well, there- 
fore, not to mix ourselves up in this grand dispute, seeing the enormous riches which 
we have at stake in Canada—agricultura!l, mineral, commercial, and also as a vast out- 
let for our skilled artizans and our whole rural population, 
Another singular circumstance in connection with the discovery of the American oil 
wells is the fact that the economical advantages of coal oil as an illuminating material 
had been gradually established by the introduction of that article by Mr. Young, under 
the denomination Paraffin Oil, and had just previous to the American discovery of na- 
tive oil made a great noise in the world, by the legal contests which took place in our 
law courts in respect to Mr, Young’s right to be the sole manufacturer of oil from coal, 
however obtained. As Mr. Young was reported to be making 200,000/. per annum by 
his patented process, extraordinary efforts were made to evade his patent, and to share 
with him the great profits thus presenting themselves to the inventive and commercial 
world, And the result has been that Mr. Young has the sole right to manufacture oil 
from coal in Great Britain and Ireland, and to all the profits he gets out of the great 
British public in the manufacture of oil so obtained. Buta grand rivalry was kept up 
by the importers of oil made from schists, schales, and kindred minerals, on the Conti- 
nent, under the name of photogen and crystal mineral oils. A still greater rivalry, 
however, was apparently brought forward to crush Mr. Young’s thriving trade, Nature 
herself having disclosed great and inexhaustible storehouses of the same oil, ready made 
to hand of all who would unlock the fastnings which held it, and provide suitable ves- 
sels for its safe transit to the storehouse of the merchant. It seemed that a deluge of 
oil would put out the fires of Mr, Young’s factory, and at the same time set the whole 
world on fire, and thus enable the rivals of the great oil monopolist at last to come out 
of their legal difficulties with a blaze of triumph, Nevertheless, however, the patent 
paraffin oil holds its own customers, and the torrent of oil which has set in from the 
other side of the Attantic finds itself absorbed by millions of greedy patent lamps dally, 
awaiting sundown to light up the domestic circles of our peaceful British homes, and 
the industral workshops of this busy isle. 
The partisans of home made coal oil, however, are insidiously active to check the on- 
ward march of their great rival, the Petroleum oil of America. Parliamentary obstruc- 
tions were sought, on the ground of its dangerously explosive properties, and by that 
means create a prejudice against all mineral oils except Parafin, nobody having the 
right to call 4 mineral oil Paraffin without the license of Mr. Young. We wish it to 
be understood that we in no wise object to the precautions enforcet by the Petroleum 
Act of last sessions, but merely indicate the sources of its origin as being not of that 
purely disinterested kind which looks only to the public safety and good, Since then 
we have had formed a public pany—the C lian Native Oil Company (Limited)-— 
to put in force an organised system of supply of the Petroleum. So far from the Act 
having checked the stream of mineral oil coming forward from America, it is, in fact, 
coming in greater force than ever, and as fast as it comes it is absorbed by anxious buy- 
ers, at prices the half of which would leave a first-rate profit to the British manufac- 
turer; whilst, at the same time, the latter maintains his price, and his supply scarcely 
comes up to the demands of the publie. Never was there less cause for apprehension 
that the public would have too much of a good thiug, and rival traders be ruined by 
over speculation, than is proved by the present position of the market for mineral oils, 
The only trade that is at all likely to suffer a depreciation is that of tallow, and which, 
in fact, is already forcibly felt, as the smell of tallow candles is now discovered to be 
quite as insufferable as that of the mineral oils, while the oils give a far better light, at 
half the price, and obviate the filthy mess made by tallow when used in any shape as an 
illuminator, We may also observe that with the improved form of lamps for burning 
these mineral oils the brilliancy of the light and its safety are quite equal to gas, and, 
at the same time, free from the smoke and other impurities of gas, which are well known 
to deteriorate the purity of the vital air of rooms where gas is used, Can there be any 
reasonable doubt that with such advantages the demand for the new light must goon 
increasing in a still greater ratio than what has attended its introduction, as gas has 
now met with a rival against which it has no chance of competing in private houses ? 
There is doubtless great yoom for the scientific chemist to exert his ability in the eco- 
nomical purification of these oils; and more especially in obviating the very objection- 
able odour which seems to pertain more or less to all descriptions of these oils in the 
London market, more particularly those from Canada. It is unquestionably a scientific 
chemical task of great difficulty, especially in respect to the singularly persistent and 
pungently offensive odour of the Canadian sorts. Indeed, he who shall be successful in 
discovering a process lally adaptable for deodorising these highly objectionable 
Canadian oils will deserve to become a rich man, with the honour of possessing the gold 
medals of our Society of Arts, the Royal Chemical Society, and the Royal Society also, 
and of a nation's gratitude; for a more difficult chemical task it is scarcely possible to 
conceive, knowing as we do the great ability that has been brought to béar on it.

now 4 feet wide, worth 2 tonsperfm. The stope over the 10, east of Palmer’s, on the 
Fire lode, is very slow of progress; it is much the same as to value, yielding about 
2% tons perfm. The stopes east and west of Carmichael’s winze, east of Jenning’s 
shaft, are yielding each from 3% to 4 tons per fm.—Wellington Mine: The level going 
east of Grenfell’s is looking promising, and yields 14% ton perfm. The stope on the 
east of this shaft has not improved; on the west of the shaft the lode yields 3 tons per 
fathom. The stope east of Glanville’s winze, west of Crase’s shaft, is now yielding 
24% tons per fm.; and the 10, west of ditto, is yielding 2 tons per fm.; we are led to 
hope that we shall have a piece of good orey ground as we advance westward, We are 
making fair progress in sinking Hooper’s shaft, and the lode maintains its size and 
value. The stope east of Rowe’s shaft is yielding 244 tons per fm. On the Fire lode, 
east of Knight’s, the lode yields 2 tons, and the stope east of Jack’s winze 2% tons, per 
fm. The new north lode is still being wrought un tribute at 9/. per ton. ; the lode is 
small as it descends, but it makes nice little bunches of ore; we have four men work- 
ing on it, who are raising about 6 tons of ore per month. Our surface works have been 
much retarded during the past month by the almost constant rain. 











Ca.oric Enarnes.—We have already referred to the improved caloric 
engine, exhibited in the Zollverein department by Mr. Louis Scuwartz- 
KoprF, of Berlin, and passed by, uader rather peculiar circumstances, by 
the International Jurors without an award. We are glad to find that the 
circumstance has been fully referred to in the vfficial report, and that although Captain 
Ericssohn alone enjoys a medal, the merits of the Prussian engine are not altogether 
passed over. Indeed, we are almost inclined to think so much has been said in the re- 
port, that anyone desirous of employing a hot-air engine will prefer that which has re- 
ceived no prize to the more highly honoured. After referring to the engines upon the 
Ericssohn principle, and referring Schwartzkopff’s engine to motors of the same class, 
the jurors state that “no advantage in point of economy over the steam-engine is claimed 
for any of these, their proper use being, like that of the electro-magnetic engine and the 
gas-engine, to furnish a convenient motive power for small machines where a steam- 
engine cannot be employed. As the working of these engines within the Exhibition 
building would have been inconsistent with the regulation which prohibits the lighting 
of fires in it, the Jury, in order to satisfy themselves that the engines worked in asmooth, 
steady, and geable way, obtained from Her Majesty’s Commissioners permission for 
the exhibitors to remove them for a time from the building, and set them to work oat- 
side. The results were satisfactory in the case of the two American engines; but the 
Prussian engine was unfortunately prevented, by id 1 ci t , from being 
set to work until after the proceedings of the Jury were closed, so that they could not 
make any award upon it. It was afterwards, however, set to work in the boiler-yard ; 
when it moved smoothly and steadily, and was easily started and stopped. Both the 
American engines take in at each stroke a fresh supply of air, which is afterwards dis- 
charged; Schwartzkopff’s engine retains the same air permanently, and transfers it back 
and forward between the hot and cold end of a receiver alternately.” Now, we think it 
must be apparent that if a hot-air engine is to be used at all, it must be preferable to 
employ one in which the same air is constantly re-used, and, consequently, one in which 
the air is only partially cooled to one in which cold air has to be heated for each stroke 











IMPROVEMENTS IN THE DISTILLATION OF Bituminous SuUBSTANCES.— 
As an improvement upon the apparatus at present in use for the distilla- 
tion of shales and other bituminous minerals, Mr. Thos. Bell, of Wishaw, 
proposes a novel arrangement by which the mineral may be more rapidly 
and economically treated. In one modification of the apparatus there are two or more 
furnaces, one of which communicates with a central vertical flue, having formed round 
it an annular retort chamber, while the other furnaces communicate with flues outside 
of or encircling such retort chamber. A pipe or pipes are provided to convey away the 
volatile matters, and valved hoppers are arranged at the top of the retort chamber for the 
introduction of the minerals. The refuse or waste matters pass off by discharge tubes 
disposed between the furnaces, the bottom of the retort chamber being funnel-shaped at 
each place to guide the matters into the tubes. The bottom mouths of these discharge 
tubes dip into tanks which are filled with water toa height sufficient to seal the tubes, and 
the refuse is removed from the tanks as it accumulates. Fresh minerals may be supplied 
gradually or at short intervais, and the process may be carried on continuously, or nearly 
so. Whilstan important feature of the improved apparatus is the provision for heating the 
retortichamber by internal and external flues. The details may be variously modified. The 
apparatus may be constructed in fire-brick or in iron, or in both combined. The exter- 
nal flues are by preference made to take a ziz-zag, helical, or other tortuous course. The 
apparatus is by preference made cylindrical, but it may be made triangular, square, or 
polygonal. It may also be inclined, or even horizontal, instead of vertical. Instead of 
the inner and outer flues being heated by separate furnaces they may be arranged so as 
to receive the whole of the heated gases in succession, thus the heated gases may be made 
to pass up the outer flues, and then down the inner flue or flues. The retort chamber 
may be divided by partitions, or there may be two or more separate retort chamb
